The keynote of the legislative pro- 
gram, both in its effect on war and 
domestic concerns, will be sounded 
Tuesday by President Wilson in his 
annual opening address, to be deliv- 
ered in the house chamber at 12:30 p. 
m. at a joint session. It will be the 
president's first appearance before 
congress since the historic night meet-

special session called to permit him 
to ask for the declaration of war

Long Session Is Expected. 

Unless the president recommends 
further declarations of war little busi- 
ness is planned this week by congres- 
sional leaders. A week-end recess 
probably will be taken to have appro-

get into its stride until aftér the

SOME GRIM TRUTHS 
ON THE FARM PROBLEM 
FROM OFFICIAL SOURCE 


Editor Constitution: A more adequate 
understanding of some very grim truths has 
come to the people of the United States. We 
are not deluding ourselves. We are apprais- 
ing the task that is really before us, for 
otherwise we can not measure to its require- 
ments. We know that we have a bigger 
job than many at first believed. We must 
know that. To gull ourselves into any other 
conclusion is disastrous. We must buck the 
biggest undertaking any nation on earth 
has even known—and do the job with Amer- 
ican thoroughness. 

Our job is mot merely to raise armies 
and feed them. Nations have been doing 
that through all history. But no other na- 
tion has ever been called upon to feed and 
supply its own armies, and, at the same time, 
to furnish most of the feed and supplies for 
enormous armies of other allied nations and 
also for their civilian population. 

That is our job. And there is something 
diatinctly appealing to the American spirit 
in the very hugeness and audacity of the 
thought—that out of all the peoples of all 
the earth for all ages of the past and per- 
haps for all affés of the future we, the peo- 
ple of the United States, today have been 
choben for the biggest job ever known! 

We can’t put it over if we underestimate, 
im the slightest the task that is ahead of 
usa. We might fool ourselves for a little 
while—and Germany would fool us forever. 
If we lose this war we lose everything that 
to free people is dear in life. And if we 
minimize our problems, or, understanding 
them, fail to act for their solution, the cold, 
brutal fact is that we will lose the war. 

We will win—because we are not dodging 
unpleasant truths. We will win because we 
are not flinching from ugly facts. We will 
win because the harder the job that is given 
an American, the harder he works. 

We must comprehend the possibility of a 
literal realization of the statement that the 
war may be won by the army that has the 
last pound of food. It is difficult to visualize 
such an exteemity. And yet things that as 
abstract propositions seemed even more pre- 
posterous, even more unbelievable, until they 
did happn, have already been made matters 
of history in this amazing war. 

If the last pound of food wins the war 
the United States and the allies must have 
that last pound. We can not and will not 
have it unless American farms produce it. 
American agriculture bears the responsibili- 
ty of winning or losing the war; of saying 
whether or not civilization shall endure; of 
determining whether or not rbarism And

And finally we must feed the Amer 
ican civil ak ego that is producing the 
‘he litary supplies and war essen- 
tials. 

In order to do this we must bring about 
our maximum agricultural efficiency. To 
produce crops no larger than we have pro-

er's obligations are great, and his problems 
are grave. They are not exclusively the 
problems of the man who cultivates the soil 
and harvests the crops. They are the prob- 
lems of every thoughtful man.

London, — He would be a bold man who, 
after this war, says that any man is too 
old to be any 8 at forty. That illusion 
of peace time has been shattered with many 
others by the heroism and simple sticking 
it of men who have seen many birthdays 
since their fortieth. There is one outstand- 
ing case in the British navy, but there are 
scores of less striking ones to be found in 
every dispatch and every gazette of each 
army. 

The most remarkable case of an old man 
making good in the stress of war, however, 
was undoubtedly that of Lieutenant Com- 
mander H. T. Gartside Tipping, R. N. He 
was 68 years of age when the war began. 
He had retired from active service years 
before. But when war came he was ready 
to plunge into the fray. He had 
never done anything to distinguish 
himself professionally while he was 
in the service, and all that they could 
offer the old “dug-out” was an armed yacht. 
But in her he helped to batter the German 
positions on the Belgian coast. In her he 
patrolled night after night, winter and sum- 
mer in the Straits of Dover. And in her at 
last he gave his life for his country, when 
his ship was sunk by gunfire during the 
attacks on Middlekerke and Westende in 
the autumn of 1915. Vice Admiral Bacon, 
under. whom he served, paid a glowing trib- 
in a dispateh on the 
fighting, but he wrote the true epitaph 
of one of the most gallant gentlemen of 
England when he recorded of him that he 
was “the oldest naval officer afloat.’ 

It has never been publicly stated who 
was the oldest soldier in any of the bel- 
ligerent armies, but it seems probable that, 
omitting general officers commanding in 
chief ahd heads of departments in the va- 
rious war officers, the honor falls to Lieu- 
tenant Paul-Marie Phillipot, of the French 
Zouaves, who \must have been much more 
than 60 when he joined up for the present 
war. His mention in the army orders says 
of him: “Volunteered for the two wars 
(1870-1 and 1914-16). Has been in command 
of a company for the last six months giving 
proof of the endurance of a young man in 
spite of his age. By the example which he 
gives to his Zouaves he has obtained remark- 
able results. At X— as at X—, he carried 
out with his splendid unit missions both 


delicate and most perilous.” 


“Ola” Men Whe Are Fine Seldiers. 


The age of Joseph Poggioli, a non-com- 
missioned officer in the French infantry is 
not mentioned, but it is said of him that in 
spite of his age and delicate health he would 


never accept a cushy job. The same spirit 


animated Sergeant Major Joan Marie Plat- 
tard, another infantryman, who offered him- 
self as a volunteer at the age of 53, on condi- 
tion that he was sent to fight in the front 
line trenches. He was wounded in October, 
1914, but that did not damp his ardor. He 
was hardly healed before he was back again 
in the front line, and throughout that terri- 
ble winter of 1915 he stuck it, until seven 
months later, exhausted by sicknéss to which 
he would not give in, he had to be sent down 
to the base hospital. 

‘The British army has had scores of such 
men, most of them unknown even to dis- 
patches, I have a personal friend who served 
in the Canadian army. He was invalided 
out at last when he had six wound stripes, 
but he only went because during his last 
period in hospital he was not able to get any 
hair dye, and his snow-white lecks made it 
impossible for the doctors to pretend any 
longer to believe that he was only 38. 

The curious thing about him wee that he 
was 38 when he joined in the beginning of 
the war, and he was still 38, according to 
his own tale, when he had been two years 
and six months in the fighting line! 

The Legion of Frontiersinen, which was 
attached to the Royal Fusiliers, was a great 
corps for men who ere not yguite sure 
whether they were born late enough in the 
nineteenth centiry 8 be legally eligidie 
fot service in the British army.

They haye been leg- 
islated out of office.
